WITHOUT A PILOT 

It is with some reluctance that those of us who have spent four 
or five years here proceed to publicly crtiicic her whom we have 
learned to revere. For a long time the University has harbored n 
number of red hoi radicals and pessimists who have not been back- 
ward in their utterings. Lately however the most optimistic of us 
have been forced to admit by a long and ever increasing series of 
, events that McGill. is not maing those forward strides for which wc 
had hoped and which wc earnestly believed would come. The matter 
has been privately considered, argued pro and con and the results 
seem to indicate what we are loath to admit, that McGill is stagnant 
if not undergoing a process of retrogression. It was felt that the 
• coming of a new executive head with wide authority to institute the 
necessary changes would settle the matter but Jatc reports are shak- 
ing our faith in his arrival. The question put to us to-day by an 
undergraduate as to why we !:nd not considered the matter in our 
editorial columns has led us to publish statements which we have had 
for some time, and which were about to be published, so the whole 
matter is herewith pu latcd. 

Some time ago we commented upon the state of affairs in the 
Faculty of Arts, and with these our readers are now doubtless fami- 
liar. Since then has come the announcement that another professor 
in that department would depart to take up work in Toronto. Re- 
cently he has been virtually in absentia, ofr he has given few letcures 
and now a notice appears that lectures in the course will be suspended 
"until further notice)" Out of all fairness to the students something 
should be done at once. 

Turning to the Faculty of Applied Science, we find conditions 
slightly better. Superficially it would seem that hings tare progress- 
ing favorably but the average engineer is certainly not of a calibre 
which will recommend him to large engineering enterprises. As an 
example of this wc quote a member of the staff, who we have reason 
to believe is in possession of facts. He pointed out that the engin- 
eers at the head of plants'in Canada arc largely grauduates of English 
universities. Having secured a competent staff of engineers from 
abroad. McGill graduates arc offered positions in the draughting- 
room. etc. That there arc exceptions to this we have no doubt, but 
the general statement, he declares, is unquestionable, and made only 
after a thorough survey of the statistics gathered for the purpose. 
It is argued that these firms are largely baced by English capital and 
that stipulations necessitate this, but the argument can obviously be 
met and its crroneousness made evident. 

The Faculty of Medicine is in a somewhat better position but not 
as it should be. Subjects, or better parts of subjects are repeated 
in two departments, while other parts are omitted in both. Clinicians 
arc too busy to attend to their work as lecturers, and as a result, stu- 
dents appear for a clinic not knowing whether they are going to be 
"in luck" as they express it, or not. Often they are not and return, 
having lost the most of two hours thereby. Curiously enough the 
fact that graduates are not what they should be is recognied by many 
members of the faculty.' The head of a department recently stated 
hat he had received letters from sevrai oldr graduates inquiring as to 
the reason why such a large percentage of McGill men failed to pass 
the Dominion Council examinations. This doctor admitted the rea- 
son when he said that "the standards in Medicine must be raised." 

What we have said goes to show that McGill's standard is not in 
advance of her Canadian and American rivals. If McGill is to exist 
and live up to her reputation she must o more. Situated in a pro- 
vince where a large percentage of the population is French Canadian, 
with a French Canadian sister, she must, if she is to survive, produce 
men whose training is above the average. This is evident. Unlike 
most universities McGill relies almost entirely upon private donations 
for her support. What would happen if this were cut off has, per- 
haps, occurred to many. And this is precisely what is going to hap- 
pen unless she can turn out men who will compare favorably with 
universities abroad. 

The whole problem, boiled down, resolves itself into that or an 
executive head. Some would add money, but that is secondary and 
will come with efficiency. This was presumably settled, but of late 
there is doubt. McGill cannot stand another year without a pilot.

The existence of the canals was long 
attributed to imagination, but in 1907 
they were photographed, and have 
Hiibeeauently been . photographed 
again with fair succc-ss. It was then 
said that there was no atmosphere 
on Mara, but in 1915 photogivtims of 
the Martian spectrum were taken 
which allowed water vapour there and 
oxygen. It is therefore possible that 
tin- cnnalti as we set; them are belts of 
vegetation following water-courses, 
along which water Is forced by somo 
stupendous mechanical power. 

To give some Idea of the size of the 
canals, tliat of Orcus, shown in the 
diagram. Is 3,460 miles long— and longer 
tliflti from Montreal to Vancouver. 

At Intorvals In recent years, when 
Mara has been wntciied ho carefully, 
observers have seen apparent flashes 
of blue light on it; nnd it has been 
suggested tliat flash signals have been 
attempted by the supposed Martians. 
Tho Harvard Observatory authorities 
in 1909 considered a plun of making re- 
turn flanh signals from the earth with 
a groat system of mirrors. 

But there are many mysteries about 
this planet, and one of tho greatest Is 
tho extraordinary rapidity of tho va- 
riations In the spots and tho surface.

When people were 
mentally and spiritually at a low ebb • 
they «ItouUl try what buying some- 
thing nice for themselves would do. 

A new hat might have a greater thcr- ' 
apeutic stimulative value than any 
tonic purchased at the chemists. 

The "Clothea Sense." 

Tho. lecturer uiiotd some common- 
sonse advice about clothes given by Sir 
James Cantlle, who said that the nor- 
mal average amount of clothing re- 
quired In a temperate climate was ono 
pound weight for every stone weight 
of t'he body. 

If a woman weighed ten Btones her 
clothing should weigh ten pounds. 

Tho "clothes sense, ' like the artistic 
or musical sense, was something- apart 
from business or professional abilities. 

It was wisdom to be dressed fitly ac- 
cording to the occatdon, and. other 
things being equal, a man wt>uld like 
his wife better if she had the clothes 
sense. 

The feeling that ono was well and 
suitably dressed brought harmony to 
one's consciousness and personality.

True, it had a popula- 
tion of 17,500, but a large proportion 
of these were maintained by charity.

"The site was always a bad one; 
Ypres was built on swampy ground, 
partly on piles. . . . Tbe only reason 
for rebuilding the town would he io 
provide accommodation for tourists 
and those ministering to tourists and 
pilgrims, and these would be far bet- 
ter served In an adjacent New Yprus 
on the Menin Road. For if thé an- 
cient ruins are vulgarized, ail its sig- 
nificance and attractiveness will van- 
ish.

The fact tbat 
tbe Injured man immediately got under 
the ahowor and thoroughly bathed his 
faco and eyes Is responsible for the 
sangulno hopes of tbe physicians in 
attondance. 

Dp. Maass was admitted by all to be 
one of the most able men in the de- 
partment and was a niaBter in his sub- 
ject which Is one of tbe most difficult 
in the scicuce. Ho spent a great deal 
of bii time in research at wjileh he 
was very successful. A vacuum pump 
which he perfected has received favor- 
able comment in the various chemical 
journals and is used in the pbyslcul 
laboratory nt McGlll. Tho sulphuric 
acid pump which was the causo of 
bis injury was also a product of his 
own brain. 

At tbe outbreak or the war Dr. 
M hubs was studying In Germany and 
with much difficulty escaped Into 
Switzerland. He returned to McGlll 
to take charge of the Physical Chemis- 
try department. Various articles by 
Ji'.m have borne witness to bis Intelli- 
gence and skill as a chemist and last 
yaar he obtained his Ph.D. degree from 
Harvard University.

It is settled that 
tho Cloth Hall and St. Martins are 
not to be rebuilt. But if cheap res- 
taurants and estamietB are allowed 
to sprawl all over thin central site 
it will be a reproach to Belgium. 

"I-et the Gurgomaster.and the caba 
retiers do what they like to the rest 
of the town (there are already 200 
eBtamlneU), but let them keep the 
Grande Place away from these people, 
as a shrine. About this our t French 
allies feel as we do, and so also do 
all the right-thinking Belgians, such 
as Mr. Maeterlinck, Mr. Cammaerts, 
and almost without exception all the 
representatives of tbo leading old 
Ypros familles. I am confident that 
the Belgian people will not allow a 
spot In whOBO defense 250,000 brave 
men laid down their lives to be turned 
Into a vulgar and noisy country fair."

The following article by Prof. Laskl, 
Lecturer In the Department of History 
at Harvard University, appeared in a 
recent weekly edition of the Manches- 
ter "Guardian," and is interesting as 
showing certain phases of American 
university life, which are perhaps de- 
serving of criticism: 

No UnKliahman can hope to under- 
stand tho university system in Ameri- 
ca who has not sefen its workings at 
first hand. Thnt almost six hundred 
colleges, varying In size from forty 
students to the twelve thousand of 
Columbia, should have the right to 
grant degrees would aeem evidence of 
nn enthusiasm lacking in Great Brit- 
ain. But that Is not. In fact, tho case 
The numbor of really first-clnsB col 
leges is proportionately small; and 
the work dolnc In them, for at any 
rate the first two years, docB not go 
beyond the work of the last two forms 
of a good English public school. It 
is only In the third and fourth years 
of his university education that the 
American undergraduates can be com- 
pared with the English student. Even 
then the basis of his training is dif- 
ferent. Normally, he gets his degree 
by taking a prescribed number of 
courses and obtaining a satisfactory 
examination mark in each. His choice 
of subjects is limited; a language 
course, a science course, a course in 
philosophy, and a course In the social 
scionces are always an essential part 
of hi straining. Attendance at lec- 
tures is compulsory; and a highly 
technical sj-Btcm of tests to see that 
the student Is doing his work properly 
lias been evolved. Harvard and 
Princeton alone have made some ef- 
fort to adopt the tutorial system of 
Oxford and Cambridge; and Harvard 
is at present by Itself In exacting a 
general test of ability like the Oxford 
"schoola" at tbe end of undergraduate 
life. 

The result Is a student, and a uni- 
versity radically different from the 
English model, Tho American stu- 
dent, I should judge, has a wider 
range of facts at his disposal than the 
English undergraduate; but his think- 
ing apparatus Is less keenly trained. 
His teachers tend to become mere lec- 
turers whom he does not know outside 
the class room. He Is so hampered 
by the number of lectures he must 
attend that he has little time for In- 
dependent thought. His reading is 
largely the reading necessary to bis 
specified courses; he has not time nor 
energy for exploration for its own 
sake. There is no plethora of clubs 
for discussion; when these exist they 
are mainly social In their nature. 
There is not the stimulus to original- 
ity which a good man can gcj at Ox- 
ford or Cambridge. On (he other 
hand, there 1b more equality of treat- 
ment; the passman does not fall into 
the slough of Ignorant content which 
tbe. English universities offer him. In 
the result the average man fares bet- 
ter than he does in England, while 
the progress of the man of genuine 
capacity is sacrificed to this doubtful 
relic of Jefferaonlanism. 

The result on the American profes- 
sor Is very marked. He tends to be- 
come a mere lecturing machine, whose 
Inadequate income makes his leisure 
a seedtime for the growth of text- 
books. He does not know his stu- 
dents in tho way in which an Oxford 
tutor knows them. The size of the 
major undergraduate classes forces 
blm to rely upon the work of assist- 
ants for the reading of theses and 
examination papers. The student 
does not como to his home. He plays 
but little part In the club-life of the 
college. HIb main intellectual inter- 
est is driven into the graduate school, 
where the business or research is 
taught with an infinite care for detail 
which is unknown outside of Germany. 
The graduate school, indeed, \% rapidly 
becoming tbe pivot o{ American uni- 
versity education. Here the professor 
can meet a dozen students who pre- 
pare ror the academic career, whoso 
Interest Is not in passing a course, but 
In learning to chart that hinterland 
bolween the accepted Tact and the un- 
certain hypothesis. If often the work 
done for the higher degree is dull and 
unoriginal, tbat Is less the professor's 
fault than because of a certain lack of 
the adventurous spirit in the pupils 
he meets. 

Nor must one neglect the great oases 
In the dosert. Lectures like thoso of 
Hasklns and Kittrcdge at Harvard, of 
Farrand at Yale, of Morse Stephens 
at California, of Glldersleeve at Johns 
Hopkins, havo marked a great epoch 
in American education. They havo 
been something more than careful di- 
gests of acceBslble information. There 
has gone Into them the living blood 
of rich personality, and the student is 
a different being for having heard 
them. Nor Is that less true of gra- 
duate work. Men like Dewey and 
James In philosophy, Turner and 
Channing in American history, Has- 
jklus and Adams lu Ei.VPean history, 
have been in a real sense masters of 
an oager group of disciples who have 
caught from them an accent of pas- 
sionate zeal In tho quest for truth. 
And there are special subjects, like 
psychology and logic, which are 
taught In America with a skill and 
equipment unequalled in England. 

Nor must the professional schools bo 
neglected. A man who saw how the 
study of medicine is equipped at Har- 
vard or Cornell or Johns Hopkins 
might pardonably feel that English 
medicine is In a primitive stage of 
educational development. Law Ib 
I taught in America with a brilliance

which make the law teaching of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge — even more, that 
of the Inns of Court— a meagre and 
puny thing. At Harvard, in particu- 
lar, the tradition, the enthusiasm, and 
the result on legal scholarship are 
things that may well — as Maitland 
knew— make an Rnglishman envious. 
Law teachers like Tbayor and Gray 
and Ames tn tbe past generation, like 
Pound and Wigmore In the present, 
have shaped the decisions of American 
courts by their teaching; and the 
judges of to-morrow are the students 
whose minds they make. The uni- 
versity study of business and industry 
is a new development Where, at the 
moment, it seems defective is In its 
failure to emphasize the human fac- 
tors in business relations and Its con- 
centration upon formulae which ne- 
glect tho obvious psychological ele- 
ments in issue. 

The outstanding difference, one im- 
agines, goes back to problems of or- 
ganization. The American college is 
highly centralized, and ultimate con- 
trol rests, not In the body of teachers, 
but in an external group of trustees 
with whom the teachers mainly have 
relation through the president of tho 
college. The trustees determine all 
questions of appointment aud promo- 
tion. Mainly, they tend to be rich 
men whose wealth makes them im- 
portant from tbe standpoint of educa- 
tional endowment The college fa- 
culty may make recommendations, but 
the atmosphere of responsibility which 
self-government alone can jtterate 
I» largely absent from Its delibera- 
tions. The preBBttre tipon the ^ of es - 
Boriate from the trustees varies large- 
ly from Institution to Institution. At 
some places, as at Harvard, a whole- 
some tradition of freedom haB been 
maintained. At others, as at Colum- 
bia, professors of liberal outlook have 
found their tenure even worse than 
uncomfortable;, an economist of dis- 
tinction has. been -dismissed by tbe 
University of Montana for comment- 
ing upon the State system of taxation 
In a way displeasing to the great cop- 
per interests of lhat region. 

Nor does the check upon spontan- 
eity an dfreedom end there. Every 
American college Is a* hierarchy of 
grades and promotion, with tbe in- 
crease of salary dependent thereon, 
Is a function of several complex vari- 
ables. The amount of printed matter, 
the social prestige, tbe "safenesa of 
view," the ability to handle large 
classes, administrative capacity, all 
these enter into that difficult equa- 
tion. The result is that when a tea- 
cher first attains his full professor- 
sbip the Instinct for original work bas 
too often gone. The energy which 
should have made him a great tea- 
cher has been whittled away in secur- 
ing tbe favor of tbe authorities. Ex- 
ceptions, of course, there are; but no 
one can look over the 'university field, 
without h sense that the system makes 
for the frustration of originality and 
freedom. 

Humanization, In fact, is what tbe 
American college most greatly needs. 
In technical equipment it stands, on 
jhte whole, head and shoulders above 
tbe English university. But there is 
not the personal relation between stu- 
dent and teacher, the eager desire to 
understand the universe which keeps 
tbo Oxford undergraduate a wake o' 
nights, the teacher's anxiety to em- 
bark upon a great subject and make 
It bis own. There is an immonse en- 
thusiasm for higher education !a Ame- 
rica, but it has spent itself too :argely 
on the external aspects and not upon 
the inner spirit of learning

NIGHTMARE OF TOIL 
CAN BE BANISHED 
BY ATOMIC ENERGY 
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Former Professor al McGill 
Foreshadows the Future 
Achievements of Science, 
Opening the Way to True 
Golden A ge of Humanity 

One of the leading scientific men of 
the day, Frederick Soddy, K.It.S.. Lee. 
I Professor of Inorganic and Physical 
i Chemistry lit the University of Oxford, 
land formerly demonstrator In chemis- 
|ti\v at McCllH University, Montreal, 
[makes «orna remarkable predictions in 
a now work, "Science and Life," Just 
published. He la famous for his re- 
searches into the nature of the ele- 
ments, and particularly Into radium 
and its cognates. 

Ho anys: "The discoveries in radio- 
activity have shown that in the wnall- 
eat atoms uf matter all around un there 
exiat stores of energy a million times 
greater than any so far harnessed. 
Limit less physical power awaits hu- 
mani'Jtv so soon a* the knowledge that 
shall lead to its control and applica- 
tion has been obtained. 

"How. many unrecorded agea elapsed 
before the energy of fuel was controll- 
ed, ami In ho.w short a space of subse- 
quent time has It altered the whole 
mode of Hfo of the world! . Given a! 
clear course and that mont rare of na- ] 
tlonal qualities, common sense, pby- 1 
Hlcal science can abolish the struggle i 
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for existence so far aa concerna food 
and fuel." 

"Already science, through the me- 
dium of atomic energy, has laid its 
hand upon a tool which, If controllable 
by man. could eliminate for ever the 
nightmare of existence prolonged from 
day to day only by unremitting toll." 

Alchemists Outdone 

The new science has revealed ele- 
ments which pour out energy, force, 
aijd heaitlng power for Interminable 
periods with no apparent reduction In 
their activity. 

Professor Soddy has much to nay of 
queer elements and strange stoma and 
of the alchemist's dreams of turning 
base metal Into gold. There waa noth- 
ing extravagant In them: elements can 
bé transmuted into one another; or 
oould be If we could slightly vary the 
atoms in them. "To get gold from mer- 
cury'." he says, "expel from <the atom 
of mercury one beta-particle, which 
will make thallium; then one alpha- 
particle, which will turn the thallium 
Into gold. Or, to got gold from lead, 
expel from the atom of lead one alpha- 
particle, which will turn it Into mer- 
cury, and proceed as before." 

It sounds like a receipt from a 
cookery-book, yet investigators are 
working along these Unes, and any 
day we may hear that some of them 
havo succeeded. Indeed, there haye 
already been reports — not yet verified 
— of such success. • » 

Natural Energy For Use • 

Quietly and convincingly, Professor 
Soddy predicts lhat the potential 
energy latent everywhere in Nature 
will, an time goes on, be utilised more 
and more -to replace animate energy — 
the toll oX man. As primitive man 
froze to éMatti on the site 'of modern 



coal mines, so the majority of mankind 
today (iritis out :i miserably confined 
existence with the means of a life for 
which we have no standard all about 
him but still beyond his reach. 

"Could the energy steadily diffused 
In tiie transmutation of radio-active I 
elements be harnessed by man." ho 
nays .'and tho rate of progress being 
made Justifies the belief that some day 
this will be done, we will see a trun- 
foi motion of the standards of Hfo in- 
çomp.'trably beyond thai • brought liyi 
the harneMlng of steam. 

"Control by man of the atomic 
energy thrown off by radio-active ele- 
ments — in a manner similar to the way 
ordinary chemical processes such as 
the combustion of cool are now eon- 
trolled— is the vital step which science 
hag yet to take." 

New Social Order 

That which will hamper the scientist 
most In leading mankind forward into 
a new era, Professor Soddy feurs. Is 
tho well-founded fear that under exist- 
ing soctnl condition:) new discoveries 
may b»> so mishandled :u» to create more 
millionaires and more slums. 

"Tho uses already made of science," 
he says, show how noooiwary It is that 
a new social order be developed before 
a million times more awful powers lire 
unleashed by man. So far the pearls 
of science have been cast before those 
who have given us in return the deso- 
lation of scientific warfare and the al- 
most equal desolation of unscientific 
government. 

"In the world that Is to come the 
control of financiers, lawyers poli- 
ticians and the merely possessive or ac- 
quisitive must Kive place to a system 
In which the creative elements must 
rule." 

THE HELICOPTER. 

A new flying machine, called a heli- 
copter, has been Invented, quite differ- 
ent from anything that mankind has 
yet stared up at. iin that Its propellers 
have a diameter of 61 feet, revolve so 
much more slowly than the more-and- 
more familiar aeroplane propeller 
that they are practically noiseless, 
are iocated above tho car, and also 
take the place of the wings of the 
customary aeroplane. The propellers, 
In fact, aro practically moving wings; 
and the mashine, as described by 
Robert G. Skerrott In the New York 
Sim, presents quite a 11st of advan- 
tages over anything that has preceded 
it for air navigation. It can, it Is de- 
clared, descend slowly, rise and come 
down without difficulty anywhere, 
carry a considerable load, and is in- 
herently stable.
